Mr. Lichti, who resides at 407

atives in Germany, some of whom 
would be called to the army, ex- 
pressed confidence after listening 
to Hitler’s radio address yester- 
day that a “way will be found to 
settle it without fighting.”

Employment Relations Initiative 

There are two main features of the employment relations 
initiative to be presented to the voters of California at the gen- 
eral election on Nov, 8. These are: reasonable regulation of 
picketing and reasonable regulation of the boycott. 

There is only one restriction on the right to strike appear- 
ing in the proposal—the prohibition of the sit-down strike. 
This proposed law does not prohibit employes from striking at 
any time—for any reason they may consider sufficient, but it 
does regulate what acts they may do in connection with a strike. 

Picketing may be employed only in furtherance of a strike 


aolely over wages, hours and the physical conditions of em- 
ployment—and a majority of the employes may appoint some 
of their own number to picket. Picketing for the purpose of 
influencing any person to become a member of a labor organ- 
ization, or for the purpose of inducing any person to employ 
er refrain from employing any person or class of persons is 
expressly forbidden. Picketing to secure closed shop or to 
compel reinstatement of discharged employes is forbidden. 

Because, under the proposal, picketing is limited to strikes 
solely over wages, hours and the physical conditions of em- 
ployment, this would also exclude picket lines in furtherance 
of strikes for union recognition, the hiring hall, shop stew- 
ards, the right of business agents to visit premises and other 
demands primarily intended to benefit the union as distinguish- 
ed from the employes themselves. 

Pickets are limited to one to each entrance and shall not be 
Jess than 25 feet apart, unless the total number of pickets does 
mot exceed two, in which ease these restrictions are waived. 

Pickets are limited to patroling on foot, the wearing of an 
arm band, and carrying a banner 2 feet by 3 feet, which may 
eontain a statement that a strike is in progress at the place 
picketed and additional matter if true and not misleading. 

Except as outlined, all-other picketing is forbidden. 

The boycott provisions declare that it shall be unlawful 
for two or more persons to combiné to influenee or induce any 
other person from purchasing, receiving, handling, working on, 
transporting or delivering any goods for the reason that an in- 
dustrial controversy exists. The secondary boyeott and the 
“‘hot cargo’’ practice are prohibited. However, employes on 
strike over wages, hours or physical conditions of employment 
may request others personally not to patronize their employer. 
They or their union may peacefully persuade fellow employes 
to join in the strike and may picket as provided. 

Strengthening the ‘‘hot eargo’’ clause the act provides that 
it shall be a just cause for discharge for any employe to refuse 
to receive, handle, work on, transport or deliver any goods for 
the reason that an industrial controversy exists. Other pro- 
visions prohibit intimidation and coercion to compel persons 
to join unions, or to refrain from entering, patronizing or 
working at any place of business—or to grant any other de- 
mand in connection with an industrial dispute. 

Finally, the act prohibits blocking or obstructing any en- 
trance or approach to any place of business and further pro- 
hibits slowing, stopping or impeding the progress of any vehicle 
or conveyance in connection with an industrial dispute—or to 
induce the driver to refrain from delivering goods, or to be- 
come a member of a labor organization. 

The whole purpose of the proposed act is to limit the par- 
ties to an industrial dispute to the employer and his employes. 
It is impossible to over emphasize the importance of the pro- 
Visions as stated therein. When this is accomplished we will 
have collective bargaining more nearly as it should be. The 
struggle at this time is not between the employer and those in 
his employ—not even between employer and a single union, 
but between the employer and all unions in any way handling 
his product. In many instances there would be no strikes if 
they were not promoted by others than employes—and num- 
erous strikes would be more easily and more quickly and fair- 
ly settled if the decision rested with the employers and em- 
ployes. Things cannot go on forever as they have for years 
past in this regard—and by voting this act into law in Novem. 
ber the people of California will be setting a good example 
for the voters of other states in the Union.

Californians are said to be the world’s champion motor 
tourists—and now Wyoming reports that California cars lead 
the parade in touring to Yellowstone and Grand Teton national 
parks and other parts of that state. Records of previous years 
also show that California ears were greatest in number among 
all tourist vehicles from various states and countries entering 
practically all national parks of the west. Californians paid 
$20,990 in gasoline tax in that state—and 40,000 park visiting 
Californians traveling in 13,868 antomobiles spent more than 
$556,000 in Wyoming last year. Thus it will be seen that while 
California benefits greatly from the number of tourists visiting 
this state each year Californians spend a large sum of money 
in other states in return.
